Prof. Dennis, of Earlham college, 
w’ho is at the head of the department 
of biology in that institution, came to 
this city, Saturday, and went from 
here to Orange township, where lie 
was met by D. O. Alter, who has 
made birds a study, and together they 
roamed over the township. 
Mr. Alter had informed Professor 
Dennis that the bine heron, a very 
rare bird that lives in “ colonies” had 
colonized in that neighborhood, which 
brought Prof. Dennis to this county. 
The blue heron is a species of crane 
and quite an 
interesting 
bird. 
It 
builds a nest about as large as the or­ 
dinary bushel basket and generally out 
on the smaller limbs of a high tree 
and are hard to reach. 
The “ colony” in Orange township is 
tiie only one known in this part of the 
country, but they are quite numerous 
in that vicinitty and build their nests 
and roar a family there each spring. 
Prof. Dennis and Mr. Alter rei>ort 
that in their day’s ramble they found 
twenty-four nests and there were her­ 
ons on 
twenty-three. 
They found 
eight nests in one tree. 
Mr. Dennis 
photographed several nests, but was 
unable to get one w’ith a bird on it. 
This “ colony” is on the Webb farm 
and Mr. Alter being near has had 
quite a good chance to observe their 
actions and habits and was able to 
give Prof. Dennis much valuable in­ 
formation concerning the bird. 
During their trip through the w’oods 
Saturday they found forty-three d if­ 
ferent species of birds.

W ashington, April 25.—The import­ 
ant legislative accomplishments of the 
session of the 58th congress were con­ 
fined to two subjects—Cuba and Pan­ 
ama. 
The reciprocity treaty between 
the new island republic and the United 
States initiated by President McKinley 
was made operative by a legislative 
enactment. 
The ratification of a trea­ 
ty by the senate and the subsequent 
initiation of legislation for the govern­ 
ment of the canal zone commit the 
United States to the construction of 
the Panam a canal connecting the w at­ 
ers of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
The special session, now denominated 
the first session, was called for the ex­ 
press purpose of carrying out the 
pledge of the nation to Cuba. 
The 
Panam a development was one which 
arose suddenly and received decisive 
and immediate action at the hands of 
President Roosevelt and the senate. 
The conservatism incident to the ap­ 
proaching presidential campaign, as 
usual was manifested by those respon­ 
sible for the acts of the national legis­ 
lative body. 
The annual supply bills 
were made up with an eye to econ­ 
omy. 
Incidentally they were passed 
with greater dispatch than heretofore 
had been the case at a long session. 
The senate ratified the treaty negotiat­ 
ed with Cuba to carry out the term s of 
the Platt amendment. 
It also ratified 
the Chinese commercial treaty, which 
provides for two open ports in Ml> 
churia. 
Chairman Hemenway of the house 
committee 
on 
appropriations, 
in 
a 
statem ent compiled under his direc­ 
tion, gives the total of al! supply bills 
(subject to slight changes in pending 
bills) as $ 597,802.324, to which must 
be added $ 84,971,820 for interest on 
the public debt. 
The estim ated reve­ 
nues are $ 704,472,060. 
By these fig­ 
ures the expenses are $ 22,000,000 less 
than the revenues. 
The estim ates of 
the various government departm ents 
on which the appropriation bills w'ere 
based, exceeded the total estim ated 
revenues by $ 42,845,862. No river and 
harbor bill, making provision for new 
projects of improvement in the rivers 
and harbors of the country, was under- j 
taken. 
Likewise no omnibus measure 
carrying 
provision 
for 
new 
public 
buildings was allowed to pass. 
While a total of over 1.400 bills be­ 
came laws during the two sessions, 
less than 150 of them were “public” 
bills, and of this latter number one- 
half simply authorized the bridging of 
rivers, the damming of stream s, the 
regulation of federal courts, and the 
ordinance of the District of Columbia.

am endm ents 
have 
been 
made to facilitate the adm inistration 
of the public land laws. The allotment 
in severalty of lands owned collective­ 
ly by Indian tribes in various sections 
of the country has been provided for in 
a num ber of acts. 
In the house there were 15,398 bills, 
349 resolutions, 152 joint resolutions 
and 61 concurrent, resolutions intro­ 
duced. 
Of these 2.253 passed the 
house, 
in the senate there were 5,645 
bills introduced.

and night sessions are the program in 
the house this week, as the leaders 
plan to end the session Thursday.
